h. %M 9 Necembor, it was learned that » effective 31 December, CO persans, 
inclucing 33 men and 27 women, were discharged in the ircisvolizeiamt 
in Prenzlau (N 54/2 04). Safety, transvertation, and adstinistrative 
police were affected by the discharces, Those involved were not roleased 
from their VP duties,but were scheduled to be termorarily assizned to 
enterori ses, 


5. Om 9 Decomber, it was learned that, effective 1 January 1951, 4G vercent 
of the administrative >olice in Frant:furt/Oder (0 53/V 63) were dis= 
charged, allegedly bevause of the 7zresent shortage of labor for 
incustry in the Soviet zone of Germany. Those affected were automatically 
given new work assicnments by the solice authorities » Since they signed 
te for long-term service with the Volkspelizei. 
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On 16 Dacember, it was learned that 32 police were discharged 

by the Kreispolizei in the Kreis of Nerzberg (N 52/2 75). 

VP Kreisantsleiter Oberkommissar Kurt tschberger and VP Kommissar 
Joswiak, (fnu), were amonz those discharged. In several precincts, 
Hauptwachtmoister and Iberwachtmeister who had been with the Volks- 
polizei for three or four years were discharged. 


On 17 Decenber, it -1as learned that, effective 1 January 1951, 
yersonnel over 35 years of age would be discharged fron the Volks=- 
nolizei, On the ‘-asis of their vocational training they would be 
assimned to incustry for the fulfillment of the Five~-Year~Plan 

and at the same time be incormorated into the factory police. A total 
of 0 vercent was said to be dischargec. Ib is planned that the core 
of the Volksoolizei will, in the future, be nade up only of young, 
well=-indoctrinated s.ersons drafted from the FoJ. 


On 23 December, it was lesrned that up to ho percent of the sersonnel 
of the “ranssortrx0lizei and of all other branches of the police will 
be discharged prior to February 1951. The discharge which has already 
been effected in other VP offices, has been delayed with the trans- 
yortation police. Those discharged who are fit for military service 
Will be trunsferred to the Bercitschaftsz0lizei, The others will ve 
given good nositions with the administration or in the economy. Sone 
of those discharged serve in their former positions in a civilian 
capacity. For exanple, several former Grenzpolizei members of the 
Rinc=um=Berlin units were taught to carry out their previous functions 
as civilian employees of the Ant fuer “larenkontrolle (Bureau of lier= 
chandise Control). 


In mideDecember, it was Jearned in Potsdam (i! 53/zZ 63) that, effective 

1 January 1951, approximately 5C vercent of the employees of the Landes= 
nolizei Brandenburg and of the Polizeipreesidium in votsdam were dis= 
charged because of advanced age. Those affected will be assigned to 
enterprises such as the steel plants in Tiemircs‘orf and Frandenburg and 
the industrial combine in Fuerstenberr on the Oder River. However, those 
of the Yolkssolizei who acree to serve in lower raaiis such as Oberwacht= 
neister instead of Oberorrissar or Jachtmeister instead of Kormissar 
will not be discharged. *

Hovever, those discharged from HV. mits were rediaced, in part, by 
younger industrial workers who hav2 not yet received training. As a rosult, 
there is a temporary reduction in the number of nolice on active cuty, 

hus concealing the actual solice strength, as well as creating a police 
reserve in industriel enbercrises. 
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
